THE PLACE OF THE CHILDREN’S MISSION. 


Greater Boston has a well-worked-out plan for service 
to all classes of children,—infants, with or without their 
mothers, the dependent, the sick, the defective, the wayward, 
the exposed. 

There are agencies specializing in each of these fields, a 
network bound together and co-operating, without duplica- 
tion, without friction, through the Confidential Exchange. 

Many children are in several forms of need, which merge 
one into the other and require all-round treatment. 


The Children’s Mission welcomes children of Greater 
Boston of any age, race, or creed who are in any form of 
distress. 

It works out their problems, as far as possible, readjust- 
ing family and home conditions, and so enabling children to 
remain at home or with relatives, sometimes under its super- 
vision. 

It enlists for them the assistance of the special agencies 
most efficient to serve. 

It provides for them under its own care for shorter or longer 
periods, governed by circumstances. 

It co-operates very closely with the social service depart- 
ments of various hospitals, specializing in service to their 
delicate but curable children who need the help of a foster 
home with intelligent care to bring about their recovery. 

An institution is found unnecessary. 

Those taken into charge are placed in carefully selected 
private families at board or sometimes without charge, and 
are regularly supervised by paid visitors. 

Parents or relatives are required to pay what they are 
able toward support. 
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Suitable parents are encouraged to visit their children 
and to expect reunion at the earliest possible time. 

Religious convictions of parents and children are re- 
spected. 

All details of work are recorded, causes, conditions, and 
results are studied, and legislation is influenced. 


On the other side, the Mission educates well-to-do children 
in helping the less favored. 

Contributions are sent by the children in the Unitarian 
Sunday-schools throughout New England to this, their prin- 
cipal charity. 

Adults are urged to give, as the work has grown far beyond 
the means of the children. 

No public subsidy is received. 

Incorporated to hold funds in trust, legacies are earnestly 
solicited.

AN EXAMPLE OF OUR HOSPITAL EXTENSION WORK. 


Francesca, the child of an Italian storekeeper, was referred to the 
Mission by the Massachusetts General LINES in March, 1915, for care 
and treatment for a rachitic spine. 

She had lain for months in surgical frames, and was sent to us in a 
plaster case, like a mummy. This picture shows her five months later, 
still in her case, and in charge of a foster mother, who was formerly a 
nurse. Each day the child was removed from the case for one hour for 
a bath, and for cuddling in a rocking=chair. The child was frequently 
taken to the hospital for treatment and possible change of appliances. 
Adenoids were removed, and lungs treated for tubercular tendencies. 
Constant watching and faithful care brought results. 


AN EXAMPLE OF OUR HOSPITAL EXTENSION WORK. 


These two pictures of Francesca were taken twenty and twenty-three 
months, respectively, after the child came to us. This spring, at the 
end of two years, she was returned to her home. Though still wearing a 
concealed brace, she runs about with her companions, naturally sharing 
in all their sports, but the Mission stil! safeguards her progress with 
an affectionate and well-meaning though ignorant mother. 


The father faithfully paid $2 per week toward her care by the Mission 
and much of the remaining expense was met by a special Sunday=school. 
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REPORT OF THE OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS: 


Boston, June 1, 1917. 


It is very gratifying to report that, in spite of the financial 
strain to which the country has been subjected during the 
past year, because of the war, the total receipts of the 
Mission have come within about $400 of last year’s income. 
This we gladly recognize as evidence of the loyalty of our 
many friends and also of their confidence in the quality of 
the work the Mission is doing. Nevertheless, and in spite 
of carefully conserving our resources, the year closes with 
a deficit of $1,363.68. This indicates the necessity of 
even greater loyalty and more liberal support in the coming 
year. 

It is also gratifying to note the steady and increasing 
interest of the Sunday-schools as shown by gifts amounting 
to nearly $4,000, more than in any previous year. This 
means hope for the future. The children of to-day already 
interested in our work, will be its generous and liberal 
supporters in the years to come. Our hearty and apprecia- 
tive thanks are given to the ministers and superintendents 
who are training the children to thus lend a hand. 

During the year $1,500 were added to the Elizabeth L. 
Tuttle Fund, now amounting to $3,630. This is note- 
worthy as a welcome addition to our resources, but even 
more as a fresh tribute to the memory of a noble woman 
whose life was devoted to lifting young womanhood to 
higher levels of character and success. 

Other bequests since the last report have been as follows: 
$500 from the estate of Isabel A. Shattuck; $5,000 from 
the estate of Helen A. Collamore; $10,000 from the estate 
of Rebecca B. Warren; $3,000 from the estate of Abigail 
W. Howe; and $2,500 from the estate of Henry C. Whitcomb. 
An anonymous friend has, as in past years, added $1009 to 
our permanent fund. An additional $374 has also come to 
us from the estate of Emma Paul. 
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During the year several changes have taken place in the 
working force. Miss Sanders resigned on September 1 
to accept a position with the Associated Charities of Boston. 
She had been with us for five years, rendering most efficient, 
wise, and devoted service in the Department of Advice 
and Assistance. Miss Andrén is now called to fill a re- 
sponsible position in the Social Service Department of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, and is to leave us on Sep- 
tember 1. Her ten years in our Placing-out Department 
were marked by rare good judgment and a spirit of good 
cheer which gave to her work a peculiar value. Mr. Fall 
was disabled by illness in January and now still lies in 
critical condition.* 

On Wednesday of Anniversary Week a Reception was 
held in Chipman Hall, Tremont Temple, at which ad- 
dresses were made by the President, Mr. Williams, and 
Rev. Eugene R. Shippen, of Detroit, reviewing the work and 
ideals of the Mission. Several hundred guests were present, 
and an opportunity was afforded them, while refreshments 
were being passed, to meet the Directors, the General 
Secretary, and other workers. 

Special attention is called to the General Secretary’s 
careful statistical analysis of the work of the year. He 
points to the fact that the number of applications for assist- 
ance was 20 per cent. greater than last year, while the number 
of children received was only to per cent. larger. This 
difference is partly due to lack of funds. It has been neces- 
sary to curtail the work to some extent. But it must never 
be forgotten that every applicant, even if not received, has 
been helped in some special way by our Department of 
Advice and Assistance, and often more effectually than if 
actually taken under our care. To have received ro per cent. 
more children than last year, and to have helped in various 
ways 1,132 children, shows that the work has not fallen off. 

The General Secretary’s report points with justifiable 
satisfaction to what may be called a specialty of the Mission, 
the care of convalescent children sent us by the hospitals. 
This work requires specialized care in the foster homes, 
and is more costly than any other, but it meets a need 
not otherwise provided for in the city. It is likely to in-

appeal. In order that this need may be met, and the 
older lines of work not be neglected, individual gifts and 
subscriptions must be continued and increased. For this we 
look to our generous friends with renewed hope and confi- 
dent expectation.

hood. In 1849 these schools jointly established the work 
now called The Children’s Mission to Children, and, dur- 
ing the sixty-eight years which have since passed, succeed- 
ing generations have remained faithful to their trust, giving 
the Mission first place in their charities. 
This year, in spite of distracting appeals

Children raised from abroad, to many of which they

they have ever contributed to the Mission in a single year,

Their parents and other adults, many of 
sels ERIE whom formed the habit of giving while in 
the schools, have continued their support, 
though war conditions have slightly reduced their gifts to 
about $3,500.

The endowment and annuities now yield about $25,500, 
and partial board paid by certain parents, relatives, friends, 
and agencies, has amounted to over $11,000. 

From these combined sources we have received $44,270.23, 
about $400 less than last year. 

Calls for help Since the establishment of the Mission no 

year has brought so many calls for help, 501 
in all,—about 20 per cent. more than last 
year. 

This is due to the fact that, while there is plenty of work 
to be had, the wage has not kept pace with the increased 
cost of necessities, and the poor are in a more trying situa- 
tion than ever, causing them to cut down on both the quan- 
tity and quality of their food. This has in some instances 
brought illness as well as financial distress, and resulted in 
application to the Mission. 

Inflated prices have seriously augmented our expense 
of maintenance, and it has proved impossible to respond 
as we should like to the 20 per cent. increase in de- 
mand.

Social work, at least that of the progressive type, like 
medical practice of to-day, deals more and more with pre- 
ventive measures. Through accident, imprudence, or 
neglect, the patient may place himself in a position requiring 
the curative efforts of the physician, but the conscientious 
doctor will do all he can to insure health by forestalling 
disease.

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So, with the social worker,—with the 
Children’s Mission,—the best work is 
reaching the difficulty while the child is 
in its own home, and, if possible, correct- 
ing it there, or, if removal is unavoidable, taking this radical 
step, not simply as a makeshift, but with a definite, far- 
seeing plan, looking to the ultimate good of both child and 
family, and, if possible, the early return of the child to its 
home, where, during its absence, conditions will have been 
made more favorable, rendering repetition of the old trouble 
unlikely. We cannot treat the case of the child without 
considering that of the family. They together form one 
problem which must be treated in its entirety. 
Work must be high- High-grade, constructive work can 
only be done by persons of training 
and experience, and so, in engaging 
the members of our staff, much care 
is taken to select those with a background of education in a 
school of social work, or, at least, of practical experience 
with life. 

Each one must regard the work as a missionary calling, 
and not simply as a job, and must be of the type which will 
at once command the respect of the children and their 
parents, the foster mothers, other social workers, and the 
students sent us by the School of Social Work for training. 
During the year we have relinquished 
new co-operative one of our workers to take charge of 
Arak the district of the Boston Associated 

‘ Charities in which the Mission 1s 
located, and, as the year closes, another has been selected 
to administer the social service of the Children’s Clinic of 
the Massachusetts General Hospital, with which we co- 
operate most closely, and still a third to later conduct an- 
other Associated Charities district. The calling of these 
three workers at about the same time will prove a serious 
loss to us, yet their sympathetic co-operation with us when 
in their new positions will somewhat compensate us and 
prove a joint benefit to all concerned. 

Many people are apt to consider as the 
whole work of a child-helping society 
only that which deals with the chil- 
dren who are removed from their homes 
and then compare the total number of such children with

service in order to help them without separation from their 
homes and kin.

Details of our methods have been so care- 
fully outlined in former reports that we 
need here refer only to the brief statement 
on page 6 and mention the function of our two departments. 
Our Department of Advice and Assistance receives all 
applications, and studies and works out a solution of the 
problems involved. Our Placing-out Department receives all 
children who must leave their homes, temporarily or per- 
manently, and, without an intermediate receiving home, 
places them directly in the homes of its carefully selected 
group of foster parents, who are paid board for those not 
old enough to pay their own way. 
Id Close relations are maintained with parents, and 
eals. 

a very large proportion of our children eventually 
return to their own families. 

Forty children is our ideal maximum per visitor, and 
we do not feel that we can maintain our standard of work 
if a visitor is permanently burdened with more than this 
number. 


Function of 
departments. 


This brief account of the work gives no 
idea of the patient, faithful, consecrated 
service rendered by foster parents, who, 
often with personal sacrifice, work hand in hand with our 
visitors. Some who have worked with us for years have 
cared successively for forty or more of our children. One has 
received eighty-nine of our children. 

Our co-operative arrangement with the 
hospitals, established two years ago, 
progresses successfully. We are receiv- 
Ing from them, in increasing numbers, sick children needing 
the special nurture of a wholesome, quiet home in the country 
and who cannot recover in a city tenement environment, 
but who can be made well by this added opportunity for 
recovery which we furnish. 


Devotion of 
foster mothers. 


Our Specialty, 
delicate children. 
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To meet this special need we have now secured the regular 
service of a substantial group of foster mothers particularly 
gifted or trained to care for the sick. These are taking into 
their homes children with rickets, spinal or orthopedic diffi- 
culties, in many instances the result of infantile paralysis. 
Such children are usually in casts or frames. There are 
also many afflicted with chorea or with heart trouble, or 
oftentimes simply convalescing from cured disease. In fact, 
we are now equipped to handle most ambulatory cases which 
have not open wounds and are not infectious or contagious. 
Our only limit to this specialty is 
the cost, which is much _ higher 
than for the normal child. Here is a field of usefulness 
covered by no other agency, and we shall be glad to extend 
it as far as our subscriptions will permit. We would have 
all friends of the Children’s Mission harken to this statement 
as an appeal to support this beneficent work for the restora- 
tion of children to health, strength, and ultimate usefulness 
in the community. 


Financial limitations. 


Co-operation with other agencies is 
as heartily carried forward as ever. 
The League for Preventive Work, 
organized and jointly administered by about twenty agencies, — 
has in the past year made strides in educative and actively 
constructive work looking to more intelligent, more practical, 
and complete care of the feeble-minded, who constitute 
one of the greatest menaces to society. The Mission 
contributes $300 to this League and assists in the direction 
of its expenditure. 
During the year new friends have come 
to our assistance through the efforts of 
the Unitarian Women’s Council for social 
Service. For this Council, and for others, we have pub- 
lished a questionnaire constituting, when answered, a 
survey of a city or town, giving a word picture of its principal 
features and activities. Many of these questionnaires have 
been most carefully worked out by members of the Council 
and by our foster mothers, and have proved a great help 
to us both when dealing with applications to receive children 
and when seeking out new foster homes. 

Through the Council we have also been given the use 
of many automobiles greatly facilitating our work with 
delicate children. 


The League for 
Preventive Work. 


Assistance 
from outside. 
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The National Red Cross, the Special Aid Society for 
American Preparedness, and some individuals have also 
rendered valuable automobile service, acknowledged in 
detail on page 31. 

Our doctors, our dentists, and our foster mothers have 
all so generously given unpaid service that we owe them a 
great debt of gratitude. 

War, and the consequent disarrange- 
ment of established conditions, is 
sure to bring its special problems and burdens. The Mission 
must, during the coming year, anticipate the needs which 
will surely arise and be ready to meet them. 

We shall see more vice, illegitimacy, 
and juvenile delinquency, more deser- 
tion and failure to support and conse- 
quently greater distress than in the past. It wrings one’s 
heart to see these things and feel powerless to help to the 
utmost. What assurance have we for the coming year 
and those that are to follow that we can do our part fully? 
We want to do a greater work, to meet the increased need, 
not less. We do not wish our efforts restricted by lack of 
money, or a falling off. Our good friends with available 
funds must be steadfast for our work and help us with 
generous donations as never before.

INCORPORATION. 


On April 13, 1864, in response to petition of Albert Fearing, Henry P. 
Kidder, Thomas Gaffield, Charles Faulkner, Frederic W. Lincoln, Jr., 
Warren Sawyer, George Merrill, and William Crosby, the present work 
was incorporated under the title ‘‘The Children’s Mission to the Chil- 
dren of the Destitute in the City of Boston,” “for the purpose of fos- 
tering in the minds of the young a spirit of Christian sympathy and 
active benevolence, and to adopt such measures as shall rescue from 
vice and degradation the morally exposed children of the city.” 

On January 31, 1913, at the request of the corporation, the legisla- 
ture amended the Act of Incorporation, changing the name to “The 
Children’s Mission to Children,” and providing that “the purpose of 
said corporation shall be to foster in the minds of the young a spirit 
of Christian sympathy and active benevolence, and to institute such 
methods in behalf of exposed and otherwise needy children in the city 
of Boston and vicinity as will promote their welfare and lead to good 
citizenship.” 

The members of the corporation shall consist of the superintendents 
of such Sunday-schools as shall contribute to the funds annually not 
less than ten dollars; also, such individuals as shall pay annually ten 
dollars. And the payment at one time of twenty dollars shail consti- 
tute a life membership. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I.—Object. 


The object of this corporation shall be to foster in the minds of the 
young a spirit of Christian sympathy and active benevolence, and to 
institute such measures in behalf of exposed and otherwise needy chil- 
dren in the city of Boston and its vicinity as shall promote their welfare 
and lead to good citizenship. 


ARTICLE II.—Members. 


The members of this corporation shall consist of the superintendents 
of such Sunday-schools as shall contribute to its funds annually not 
less than ten dollars; also, such individuals as shall pay annually ten 
dollars; and the payment at one time of twenty dollars shall render a 
person eligible to election to life membership by the Board of Directors. 
When any Sunday-school or individual shall cease to pay as much as 
ten dollars annually, membership in the corporation shall cease. All 
Sunday-schools regularly contributing shall be considered branches of 
the Mission, and all scholars of such schools who contribute any sum 
shall be members of such branch. 

Members of the Board of Directors duly elected and serving for one 
year shall thereby become life members of the corporation. 


ARTICLE III.—Offcers. 


SECTION 1.—The officers of the corporation shall be a President, 
Vice-President, Treasurer, and Clerk. These, with eleven other per- 
sons, shall constitute the Board of Directors. All officers and directors 
shall be chosen by ballot, and shall hold their offices for one year, or 
until others shall have been elected and qualified in their stead. They 
are authorized to fill any vacancies that may occur before the annual 
meeting. A General Secretary shall be chosen by the Board of Direc- 
tors, and shall hold the office for one year, or until another shall have 
been elected in his stead. 

SECTION 2.—It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to devise, 
mature, and execute measures by which the objects of the corporation 
may be promoted. They shall raise, manage, invest, and dispose of 
its funds. They shall have the care and custody of such children as 
may be given up in writing to this corporation by their parents, or 
other persons having the legal custody of such children, for the purpose 
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of adoption, and shall have authority subsequently to consent to the 
_ adoption of such children by any suitable person or persons, whenever 
in their judgment the best interests of such children will thereby be 
promoted, such consent to be evidenced by the signature of the Presi- 
dent or other officer when duly authorized thereto by the Board of 
Directors. 

No sale or conveyance of any of the real estate of this corporation 
shall be valid without a vote of approval of at least two-thirds of the 
whole of the Board of Directors, at any meeting duly called for the 
purpose. 

Five members personally present at any meeting shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

SECTION 3.—The Treasurer shall have the charge and care of the 
finances; shall collect and receive all moneys, except those pertaining 
to minor accounts administered by the General Secretary, and shall 
dispose thereof as shall be ordered by the vote of the Board; and at 
the annual meeting, and at all other times when required, he shall 
render a full account of the pecuniary affairs of the corporation. 

SECTION 4.—The Clerk shall keep a record of all the proceedings of 
the corporation and_of the Board of Directors, have charge of all their 
books and papers, give notice of their respective meetings, and prepare 
an Annual Report. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The annual meeting of the corporation shall be held on the second 
Wednesday of May, and public meetings may be held during Anni- 
versary Week, and at such times and places as the Board of Directors 
may appoint. The Board of Directors may, at any time, call special 
meetings of the corporation; and it shall call one when requested to do 
so by five members of the corporation. The Board of Directors shall 
determine the place and hour of each meeting of the corporation, and 
seven days’ notice thereof shall be given in one or more newspapers 
published in Boston. 

Five members personally present at any legal meeting of the cor- 
poration shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


ARTICLE V. 


Any amendments to these By-laws proposed at one meeting of the 
Board of Directors may be made at a subsequent meeting of said Board 
by a vote of two-thirds of the directors present, provided that in the 
call for the meeting notice shall be inserted that an amendment of the 
By-laws is to be acted upon. 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS 


JUNE 1, 1926. 


The Children’s Mission has met with a serious loss in 
the death on May 27 of its President, George R. Blinn. 
He was a member of the Board of Directors from 1912 to 
1923 and since then had been its President. At a meeting 
held on June 11, a vote was passed expressing deep appre- 
ciation of his devoted and faithful service all these years, 
including the following paragraph: 

“His rare understanding of every problem and difficulty, his 
wise, balanced and fair judgment on all questions, whether 
philanthropic or financial, which were constantly arising, and 
beyond everything his human outlook on all the work of the 
Society, were of the greatest possible assistance to all with whom 
he came in contact. His loss to the Mission seems now an 
irreparable one, but his example will ever be one of unfailing 
inspiration to those who are left to carry on the work, and it 
is to be hoped that in his memory all will redouble their efforts, 
with renewed and more inspired interest and enthusiasm for 
the cause so dear to his heart.” 


Our problem today is not so much concerning the prin- 
ciples and methods of child-helping work, because these 
are fairly well established and because those in charge are 
skilled in applying these to specific cases, but rather that 
of how to meet the increasing need with the money at our 
disposal. 

Several years ago the Board of Directors faced so large 
a deficit that it required heroic measures to restore the 
balance between income and expenditure. This was done, 
but the problem still remains, 7. e., how to maintain this 
balance, without being, on the one hand, unfaithful to the 
opportunity and to the work itself, or, on the other, for- 
feiting the confidence of the community by creating a 
deficit or encroaching upon our permanent funds. 

A special committee has been wrestling with this prob- 
lem. Shall we cut down the work, limiting by some arbi- 
trary rule the intake of children needing our care? If 
so, Shall the cut be made on the side of the Hospital chil- 
dren, our special interest, for which no other agency is 
caring, or shall it be among the healthier and more promis- 
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ing children, such as the Mission has served so satisfac- 
torily from the beginning? Or shall we refuse to set any 
fixed limits at all, but appeal once more to our constituency 
to contribute the necessary funds, by annual subscriptions 
and by legacies, and thus make possible the larger and 
broader work which social conditions demand? 

The committee referred to has decided upon this latter 
course. It believes that both kinds of work should continue 
and that the Mission is doing both kinds well. It is con- 
vinced that our friends do not fully realize the high charac- 
ter of the work being done, nor yet the need of a more 
liberal support. Every effort, therefore, will be made to 
present the work and the need again so clearly that the 
required support will be given. 

In the meantime, the work will go on, within the neces- 
sary limits, but with increasing confidence and zeal. 

The Directors call attention to the General Secretary’s 
report and the statistics following. These will show the 
extent and the quality of the service rendered.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL SECRETARY 


May 1, 1926. 


Sympathetic, intelligent and prompt service, rendered 
by carefully trained persons is the standard of work which 
we trust the Children’s Mission to Children has maintained 
throughout its seventy-seventh year. 

The Children’s Mission stands ready to serve the need 
of any child of Boston or vicinity by direction or advice 
or by actual care, bringing to bear such preventive or cor- 
rective measures that the root of the difficulty may be 
reached and thus its progress may be checked. 

Usually the parents expect the child to.be taken away 
from its own home but our first effort is so to improve 
the situation that removal will be unnecessary. Many 
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times the whole trouble lies in the parents failing to under- 
stand the child, and it needs only careful guidance by our 
visitor to untangle what seems a knotty problem, or, a 
well-meaning parent may not know how to make the home 
attractive. Help from an experienced worker brings the 
needed and welcome adjustment. 

Always respecting the wishes and the plans of parents, 
we try to help in their accomplishment, or to substitute a 
better plan; and if the child needs special care, our knowl- 
edge of the resources in the community can often make this 
possible. 

Where temporary or, in some instances, permanent re- 
moval of the child from its home is really necessary we 
provide the needed care, boarding the child, under our 
supervision, in one of our carefully selected foster homes. 
Here parents whose contact will not be injurious are en- 
couraged to visit, and both parents and child are led to 
look forward to the day when they may be reunited, 2. e., 
when the conditions which caused the separation shall have 
been corrected. 

Keeping ever in mind the whole community and our place 
in it, we aim to avoid duplication of the work of others 
and to utilize their specialties whenever the needs of our 
children require that form of service. 

Our own specialty, unperformed by others, is the care 
of certain children referred to us by the various hospitals. 
These are boys and girls who are ready for discharge from 
hospital residence but who will continue to require treat- 
ment by the hospital physician. They might be treated in 
their own homes if conditions there were favorable but 

when such is not the case we place them in special foster 
homes, where the foster mother is a graduate nurse or 
skilled masseuse, or, for less difficult cases, experienced 
in the care of the sick. 

To illustrate: A child with heart disease may never 
recover if, on leaving the hospital, he must climb daily to 
a fourth-story tenement, or if he requires bed care, for 
several hours daily, which his busy mother cannot give. 
Again, skilled attendance may be required for a child 
encased in plaster, or for one who must be given special 
exercises to correct posture, or special diet to overcome 


malnutrition. 
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The children in these homes are taken by automobile 
to the hospital clinics for treatment and are retained in 
our care until adequate care can be given in their own 
homes. It is the duty of our visitor to see that while the 
foster mother is doing her part, the child’s home is being 
made ready for the return. 

This unusual service again and again saves a child from 
becoming permanently disabled. We have in mind a boy 
who came to us four years ago, after infantile paralysis, 
having lost all use of his legs. A social worker of prom- 
inence had declared that his only future was life-long care 
in the almshouse, as a permanent cripple, yet today he 
walks without support and with a hardly discernable limp. 
Or, we can cite the case of a little girl, the child of igno- 
rant and mere or less demoralized parents, with a tuber- 
cular affection of the eyes which, without very special 
care, would have caused permanent blindness. Under our 
legal guardianship she has been carried through to ultimate 
cure and at fourteen vears of age she is one of our most 
promising girls. 

Surely such results are worth the added expense, though 
it is double that of some of the other children. 

Nearly forty per cent. of the children in our charge 
are of this type. 

Nineteen years ago we closed our Receiving Home, as 
unnecessary, expensive and in many ways undesirable. 
The bringing together of children from differing conditions 
and influences is full of da angers. One child at has been 
misguided may promptly contaminate a whole household. 

In our office building, however. the caretakers have two 
spare rooms where children may spend a day or two in 
time of emergency, and we have certain specialized homes 
where fosters parents of intelligence may study children 
of peculiar behavior, pending our selection of more perma- 
nent homes. 

A more recent change in our method has been the abol- 
ishment of departmental lines in our office. This brings 
more continuous care by having the same person in inti- 
mate touch with the situation from the time of application 
until the child has gone back to his home and the last 
follow-up visit has been made. This also provides more 
diversified experience for our workers. 
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The members of our staff and the students from the 
School of Social Work, whom we have in training, deserve 
all credit for intelligent and faithful self-sacrifice but we 
do not forget the devotion of our foster parents to whom 
our high appreciation is due. ‘Those who do not know our 
work may think of this service as purely commercial, but 
one needs only to see them in their homes, as our visitors 
do, to be convinced that they are true missionaries. We 
are most careful in our choice of these helpers and, though 
we pay a small amount for board, we fully realize that we 
are covering barely more than their actual expense and 
that they themselves by day and by night are giving that 
for which no adequate recompense can be made. When, 
as is so often the case, the heads of a well-ordered house- 
hold take into their family circle a poorly trained child 
and patiently struggle with all his weaknesses, and perhaps 
in addition try to be hospitable to unappreciative and often 
fault-finding parents, we cannot fail to respect them as 
devoted workers in the cause of humanity. 

Our loyal supporters, the Unitarian Church Schools, 
throughout New England, feel their responsibility for the 
Mission, but their best efforts cannot possibly meet the 
steadily growing demand for our service and so we must 
depend increasingly upon their elders for support. 

For the past three years our Auxiliary Council, repre- 
senting our Unitarian Churches, has greatly helped us by 
enlisting the interest of the churches. This has brought 
increased support. Last year, through a marionette show, 
the Council raised $558, and in the year just closed it 
conducted a system of “Vanishing Luncheons,” which have 
brought in $1,816 and more is expected. To this Council 
we give our hearty thanks. . 

Mrs. Murdock M. Clark, who succeeded Miss Mallie J. 
Floyd as our Field Secretary, has led the Auxiliary Coun- 
cil in its work. She has spoken at many churches and 
stands ready to fill more such engagements. Here our 
friends can greatly help by faint puch engagements 
possible.

INCORPORATION 


On April 13, 1864, in response to petition of Albert Fearing, 
Henry P. Kidder, Thomas Gaffield, Charles Faulkner, Frederic 
W. Lincoln, Jr.. Warren Sawyer, George Merrill, and William 
Crosby, the present work was incorporated under the title 
“The Children’s Mission to the Children of the Destitute in 
the City of Boston,” “for the purpose of fostering in the minds 
of the young a spirit of Christian sympathy and active benev- 
olence, and to adopt such measures as shall rescue from vice 
and degradation the morally exposed children of the city.” 

On January 31, 1913, at the request of the corporation, the 
legislature amended the Act of Incorporation, changing the 
name to “The Children’s Mission to Children,’ and providing 
that “the purpose of said corporation shall be to foster in the 
minds of the young a spirit of Christian sympathy and active 
benevolence, and to institute such methods in behalf of ex- 
posed and otherwise needy children in the city of Boston and 
vicinity as will promote their welfare and lead to good citizen- 
ship.” 

The members of the corporation shall consist of the super- 
intendents of such Sunday-schools as shall contribute to the 
funds annually not less than ten dollars; also, such individuals 
as shall pay annually ten dollars.

BY-LAWS 


Articte I.—Object 


The object of this corporation shall be to foster in the minds 
of the young a spirit of Christian sympathy and active benev~ 
olence, and to institute such measures in behalf of exposed and 
otherwise needy children in the city of Boston and its vicinity 
as shall promote their welfare and lead to good citizenship. 


Articte I].—Members 


The members of this corporation shall consist of the super- 
intendents of such Sunday-schools as shall contribute to its funds 
annually not less than ten dollars; also, such individuals as 
shall pay annually ten dollars; and the payment at one time 
of twenty dollars shall render a person eligible to election to life 
membership by the Board of Directors. When any Sunday-school 
or individual shall cease to pay as much as ten dollars annually, 
membership in the corporation shall cease. All Sunday-schools 
regularly contributing shall be considered branches of the Mission, 
and all scholars of such schools who contribute any sum shall be 
members of such branch. 

Members of the Board of Directors duly elected and serving 
for one year shall thereby become life members of the corpora- 
tion. 


Articte ITI.—Officers 


Section 1.—The officers of the corporation shall be a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Treasurer, and Clerk. These, with eleven 
other persons, shall constitute the Board of Directors. All officers 
and directors shall be chosen by ballot, and shall hold their offices 
for one year, or until others shall have been elected and qualified 
in their stead. They are authorized to fill any vacancies that 
may occur before the annual meeting. A General Secretary 
shall be chosen by the Board of Directors, and shall hold the 
one for one year, or until another shall have been elected in his 
stead. 

Secrion 2.—It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to 
devise, mature, and execute measures by which the objects of 
the corporation may be promoted. They shall raise, manage, 
invest, and dispose of its funds. They shall have the care and 
custody of such children as may be given up in writing to this 
corporation by their parents, or other persons having the legal 
custody of such children, for the purpose of adoption, and shall 
have authority subsequently to consent to the adoption of such 
children by any suitable person or persons, whenever in their 
judgment the best interests of such children will thereby be 
promoted, such consent to be evidenced by the signature of the 
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President or other officer when duly authorized thereto by the 
Board of Directors. 

No sale or conveyance of any of the real estate of this corpora- 
tion shall be valid without a vote of approval of at least two- 
thirds of the whole of the Board of Directors, at any meeting 
duly called for the purpose. 

Five members personally present at any meeting shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Secrion 3.—The Treasurer shall have the charge and care of 
the finances; shall collect and receive all moneys, except those 
pertaining to minor accounts administered by the General Sec- 
retary, and shall dispose thereof as shall be ordered by the 
vote of the Board; and at the annual meeting, and at all other 
times when required, he shall render a full account of the pecu- 
niary affairs of the corporation. 

Secrion 4.—The Clerk shall keep a record of all proceedings 
of the corporation and of the Board of Directors, have charge 
of all their books and papers, give notice of their respective 
meetings, and prepare an Annual Report. 


ArTIcCLE IV. 


The annual meeting of the corporation shall be held on the 
second Wednesday of May, and public meetings may be held 
during Anniversary Week, and at such times and places as the 
Board of Directors may appoint. The Board of Directors may, 
at any time, call special meetings of the corporation; and it shall 
call one when requested to do so by five members of the corpora- 
tion. The Board of Directors shall determine the place and 
hour of each meeting of the corporation, and seven days’ notice 
thereof shall be given in one or more newspapers published in 
Boston. 

Five members personally present at any legal meeting of the 
corporation shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 


ARTICLE V. 


Any amendments to these By-laws proposed at one meeting 
of the Board of Directors may be made at a subsequent meeting 
of said Board by a vote of two-thirds of the directors present, 
provided that in the call for the meeting notice shall be inserted 
that an amendment of By-laws is to be acted upon.
